David Dole has developed 
a copyrighted method of 
coding obituaries so that next 
month (or in the next century_, 
in the next county (or 
Calcutta), obits clipped from 
any paper which had adopted 
his PGCS. (Publishers 
Genealogical Coding Service) 
coding will be able to 
immediately identify paper, 
location and publication from 
15 characters the newspaper 
drops into each and every obit, 
whether as a “death listing” or 
a “news item.”

Wor its first thorough cleaning and refurbishing in 34 years. The American 

icon has been at the Smithsonian Institution for over 91 years and has hung in the 
History Museum since 1964 when the museum was first opened. 

The flag weighs 150 pounds. The upkeep of the banner has become a high priority 


_ for the White House and The Smithsonian as they discuss preserving parts of the 


country’s cultural heritage as part of millennium celebrations. 

Mary Pickersgill, maker of The Star Spangled Banner, was a child of the American 
Revolution who became an entrepreneur in early Baltimore. She came from a good 
family, a patriot of the War of 1812, and a benefactor in her later years to women who 
were unable-to earn a living for themselves. He story 1s told daily to visitors of the 
Star Spangled Banner Flag House. 

Mary was bom on February 12, 1776 in Philadelphia, the youngest child of Rebecca 
Flower Young. Her mother made the Grand Union Flag for General George 
Washington that flew over the Commander-in-Chief’s army headquarters in 
Massachusetts. Mary’s father died when she was two years old and her mother 
supported the family by making flags. 


Mary was confirmed at St. Peter’s Church, Baltimore, in 1788 and she married . 


John Pickersgill on 2 October 1795 at St. Paul’s Church. Her obituary in 1857 
describes her as connection by her family to those “who took an active part in releasing 
their county form the oppression of British tyranny,” and as a woman who was imbued 
with “feelings of true patriotism and...love of country.” 

To restore The Star Spangled Banner will be among the largest fettile restoration 
efforts ever. The job includes redoing the two-story atrium where the flag is displayed. 
The flag will be reinstalled late in 2001, in the largest museum showcase ever built, 
with an independent climate control system and special lighting. 

It has been estimated that the total undertaking, including an endowment for future 
mending and educational programs, will cost $18.2 million. The money will be 
raised from foundations, corporate, individual and public-sector sources. Originally, 
the flag cost $409.50. 

The flag has the same emotional and patriotic resonance as The Statue of Liberty 
and The Liberty Bell. Often, visitors don’t realize it’s the original flag that Francis 
Scott Key saw in 1814 im the “dawn’s early a over Fort Meo eey in Baltimore 
harbor. 

The battled lasted one day and one 1e night. The banner was ordered in 1813 by 
Major George Armistead, the fort’s commander. Anticipating a British attack, 
Armistead wanted a flag to raise after the battle so the retreating British couldn’t 
miss it on their way out of the harbor. 

The large size of the flag enabled Key, a prominent lawyer, to see it from a ship 
nine miles away. This was the exact time when he created the poem The Star Spangled 
Banner. The song was sanctioned by ee in 1931 as the country’s official 
anthem.

etermination, 

according to 

Webster, is a 
resolve, a direction to a certain 
end, a fixed purpose. though 
sounding very noble, 
determination is a lot more 
difficult to achieve or attain 
than it appears. Let me offer 
you.an example, a case history, 
if I may. 

A number of years ago, an 
Italian genealogist was about 
to embark upon his first 
genealogical research 
excursion to Italy. He had 
prepared himself, or so he 
thought, with sufficient 
background data, including the 
completion of all the 
preliminary local and national 
steps. 

The researcher had 
managed to identify ancestors 
only up to paternal and 
maternal great grandparents. 
There was much Italian 
research to conduct. Prior to 
departure, correspondence was 
sent to the ancestral town’s 


local archivists, the mayor and 


the church pastor. 

Upon arrival, Italian 
relatives were made aware of 
the genealogist’s intentions to 
meet with the archivists. 

Despite advance notice 
and appropriate arrangements, 
results of the two meetings 


__ proved to be disappointing and 


disastrous. The hopeful 
researcher departed Italy with 
no more data than he arrived 
with, several days previous. 
The next step was to enlighten 
the Italian relatives with the 
importance of genealogy. 
They claimed to understand, 
but felt awkward in pursuing 
the research. The end result 
was no additional research was 
conducted at the Italian 
ancestral town. Was this the 
end of the road? To some, less 
determined, maybe. To the 
genealogist of this story, 
absolutely not. 

Now, back home in 
America, after a period of 
meditation and self analysis, 
the researcher initiated a plan 
of action. He would not be 
deterred in his quest for 
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success. It was time to take a 
bold step. 

The services of a 
professional genealogist in 
Italy were engaged. Within 
two months, lineage was 
extended by two generations 
and after phase two, an 
additional generation. The 
client is currently awaiting the 
results of further research. 

The moral of this true 
account of determination is 
simply this; do not be deterred, 
seek and find alternatives to 
satisfy your quest to continue 
your research. 

Those pursuing Italian 
genealogy will discover 
countless opportunities 
available to them. The 
treasures in this ethnic field are 
so rich, no one need be 
discouraged. 


While it is true that Italian 
genealogy can be challenging 
and even unnerving at times, 
its rewards are among the best 
of any European ethnic group. 
Consider ingenious ways to 
circumvent the sometimes 
frustrating Italian government 
and church mentality, write 
respectful and heartfelt letters 
to Italian . archivists, 
emphasizing rispetto, respect. 
Follow up periodically. 


- Always provide all the details 


concerning the ancestor. Offer 
to provide a generous gratuity. 


When local sources fail, be 
prepared to pursue the 
regional, provincial or 
diocesan resources. If you’re 
in Italy in person, be patient, 
friendly, helpful and courteous. 
Don’t act too “American.” 
Utilize relatives, if you’re 


- fortunate to have them in your 


ancestral town. 

Finally, remember Italy’s 
genealogical treasures are 
there for you to discover and 
explore. It’s 
called....determination! © %%

Unclaimed doesn’t necessarily mean dead 


Old newspapers are filled 
with a wealth of genealogical 
information, but some of these 


. items may be misleading. One 


often comes across a list of 
people who had letters waiting 
at the post office, under the 
heading of “Unclaimed 
Letters.” An assumption could 
be that many of these people 
had died or moved away from 
the area. This is not always 
true. Here are some things to 
know that will help you not 
assume what may not be true. 

Postage on letters, until 
1845, was, for a distance not 
exceeding 20 miles, 6.5¢' over 
30 miles and not eats 
150 niles, 11. Sf; over. 150 
miles and not exceeding 500 


i te ae 


miles, 20¢; and 25¢ for all 
distances over 500 miles. 

In 1845, a partial reduction 
was made by Congress and in 
July 1851, letter postage was 
reduced to 3¢ per half ounce 
for all distances. A three-cent 
stamp and a three-cent coin for 
convenience in paying postage 
was at that time ordered by 
Congress. 

During this time, postage 
for these letters was paid by the 
receiver. Times were hard and 
money was precious, so 
perhaps there wasn’t enough 
money to pay the postage. 
Considering that these hard- 
working people sometimes 


lived miles from town and, _. 


didn’t go to town every day or 


even every week...or even 
every month. So, the letters 
remained at the post office 
until the next time a trip to 
town was planned.

So many reliable and 
disinterested witnesses have 
been reported to have seen it 
that the existence of some huge 
water mammal unknown to 
science in the waters of Loch 
Ness cannot be dismissed as a 
figment of the imagination. 
_ Loch Ness is twenty-four 
miles long and averages one 
mile in breadth. It is extremely 
deep, a measurement of 975 
_ feet having been reported by 
the Vickers miniature 
submarine, Pisces, in 1968, at 
a point near Urquhart Castle. 
The waters cover an area of 
_ twenty-one and three-quarter 
- square miles, and the volume 
is estimated at 263,000 
‘millions of cubic feet or one 
and three-quarter cubic miles. 
_ This volume is greater than 
_ that of any other loch in Great 
Britain, being about three 
times as much as Loch 
_ Lomond. Correlated with this 
en ae us volume of water is 









: about 52 feet rece sea 
level, by far the greater of the 
floor of Loch Ness is below 
sea-level and the bottom at the 
deepest part, is nearly 900 feet 
below sea level. 
A notable fact about Loch 
Ness is that it never freezes. 
__ This is due to the vast amount 
_ of water contained in the basin 
_ considering the comparatively 
_ small surface area. The water 
at the bottom of the loch never 
grows colder than 42° 
Fahrenheit. When the surface 
water grows colder than the 
water immediately below it, it 
becomes heavier and sinks, so 
_ that warmer water is always 
_ rising to the surface. 

Several winter seasons 
would have to follow each 
other in succession to bring all 
the water in the loch to below 
freezing. It has been 
calculated that the quantity of 
heat set free by Loch Ness 

during the cold season is equal 
to the heat that be set free by 
the combustion of about 2% 

_ millionttons of coal. This fact 
- accounts for the mildness of 

_ the winters around the shores 
of the loch and explains why 
snow never lies on the ground

In 1827, the provincial gov- 
ernor of California, Jose Maria 
Echeandia, decided the region 
under his jurisdiction needed 
a name change. The term 
“California” originated in the 
early 1500s when Spanish nov- 
elist Rodriguez Ordonez de 
Montalvo wrote of a brave 
knight that arrives on an island 
called California. 

As a show of support to the 
Republic of Mexico, 
Echeandia suggested Califor- 
nia be renamed Montezuma. 
He also suggested that Los 
Angeles be renamed Villa 
Victoria after the newly elected 
president of the Republic of 
Mexico. 

California’s legislature ac- 
cepted Montezuma as the 
territory’s new name and sent 
the papers to Mexico City for 
official approval. Presumably, 
the information was filed and 
the file was lost or never re- 
opened, because nothing ever 
came of it.

surname Santillanes, 
which means he/she promised 
to Saint (Santa) Julia. The 
sumame apparently originated 
as a place name. There are 
three villages named Santillan 
in the province of Castilla la 
Vieja in Spain. 

In a study of the top 4500 
surnames in use today among 
those of Hispanic origin, 
Santillan is the 639th most 
popular. Nearly all the 
Santillans in this country are 
Mexican in origin. 

Albert Santillan of Moreno 
Valley has a direct line back to 


Miguel de Santillan and wife ' 


Gertrudis Yescas living in 
Zacatecas, Mexico in the early 
1700s. Their son, Blas de la 
Candalario Santillan married 
Maria Antonia de la Soledad 
Velosques 8 February 1745 in 
the neighboring state of 
Aquascaliente. 

The couple settled in 
Zacatecas. According to census 
and baptismal records, four 
generations of descendants of 


Blas and Maria Antonio 
Santillan were involved in 
raising horses in Zacatecas on 
Rancho Chupadero. 

Family tradition claims that 
Blas and Maria Antonio’s 
grandson, Cosme Damien 
Santillan (born 2 October 
1754) was awarded land after 
serving in the Spanish navy. 
The grant became known as 
Rancho Chupadero, where the 
main activity was to raise 
Appaloosa horses. The 
Appaloosa sprung from 
Spanish stock and were well 
liked for their versatility. 

The 1820 census finds 
Cosme Damiane on the 
Chupadero Ranch. All of the 
following (direct line) were 
born on the ranch: Son, 
Ygnacio Mauriso Santillan 
(born 1798); grandson, Marcos 
Santillan (born 2 May 1824); 
great grandson, Mariano 


Santillan (born 23 April 1854) 
who was the last born on the 
ranch.

Mariano Santillan married 
Andrea Gonzalez July 16, 1876 
in Ojuelos, Zacatecas. Mariano 
was a skilled horseman and had 
areputation of being especially 
good with a lariat, doing rodeo 
stunts and competitions. 
Although many children - 
whether 12-14 remains unclear 
- were bor to Mariano and 
Andrea, only 6 survived. The 
family migrated northwest to El 
Paso in the late 1880s. Mariano 
trained horses for the cavalry. 
Eleuterio, Albert’s father, was 
one of the three children who 
were born in El Paso. 


Eleuterio Santillan married 
Concepcion Tellez in El Paso, 
Texas July 3, 1916. Within a 
year, the couple moved to Los 
Angeles.and settled in East Los 
Angeles. Eleuterio painted 
houses and made extra money 
as amusician.

How do I love thee? Let me count the ways. Tree Topper 
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few years ago, a 
friend of mine said 
that she had told her 


children to please not take her 
genealogical research to the 
nearest dumpster when she 
passed away. She said that she 
had spent too much time and 
money on gathering the 
material which she had, and 


she knew that they were not — 


interested in it. 

Many people spend a great 
deal of time and money 
gathering data and research, 
thinking that maybe one day 
they will publish a book, but 
they never do. 

Often these mzterials, 
along with family papers, 
diaries, and many other 
unpublished materials will 
find their way into some 
collection in_ libraries, 
archives, historical societies, 
genealogical societies, college 
and university libraries, 
private collections, or et cetera. 
But for the most part these 
materials are hard for the 
researcher to find. 

Along the way in doing 
genealogical research, you will 
complete the usual searching 
of deeds, diaries, probate and 
court records, among the other 
usual sources we go to in 
genealogical research. But, 
there are others places to dig 
for that piece of information 
which you did not expect to 
find. 

One of the areas to move 
into is manuscript research. 

First, let’s define 
manuscript. 

We mean any unpublished 
material. According to the 
A.L.A. Glossary of Library 
Terms, a manuscript is a work 
written by hand, in other words 
it has never been published. 

Libraries and archives 


throughout the world have 
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thousands of manuscripts in 
various and sundry forms. 

The United States Library 
of Congress has sought out 
manuscripts in public and 
private collections throughout 
this country. 

University and college 
libraries are sources of 
manuscripts collections. 

The descriptions of these 
manuscripts are indexed and 
cross-referenced in what is 
called the National Union 
Catalog of Manuscript 
Collections, also known as the 
NUCMC. They have been © 

' published from 1962 to the 
present. 

There have been a variety 
of publishers, but since 1966 
it has been published by the 


Library of Congress. It has 
been published in volumes 
covering single years or multi- 
year sequences. There are 
separate indexes for groups of 
years, or they may be 
contained in appropriate 
volumes of the series. 

Researchers and scholars 
in American history have 
supported this effort 
immensely. It brings some 
cohesiveness to the searching 
for information and history. 
The NUCMC is a continuing 
publication.. It helps to bring 
order to the manuscript 
resources of the United States. 

Information can be found 
in repositories anywhere. 

Just because your ancestor 
lived in Georgia does not mean 
that materials about that 
ancestor will be in Georgia. 

Those records could have 
been deposited by a 
descendant in Washington 
state, or another place. You 
may find.a New England 
record in Georgia or Florida, 
or elsewhere.

where it is placed. So, until the 
Library of Congress began to 
catalog this information, it was 
hard to find materials. 

The issues are identified by 
the years in which the items 
were catalogued. 

The first volume was 
issued in 1962, containing that 
material catalogued between 
1959 and 1961. ~ 


The second cumulated’ 


index covers the work from 
1963 through 1966, the third 
from 1967-69, and the fourth 
from 1970-74. : 

Beginning with 1975 the 
index has been bound 
separately and cumulated for 
each five year period. 

Beginning in 1970 oral 
history interview transcripts , 
and collections containing 
sound recordings started to be 
listed. 

The NUCMC entries are 
arranged by a manuscript 
number assigned by the printer. 

To finda specific collection 
or search out information, you 
must use the indexes. 

A name index will list 
persons, and corporate bodies 
in a collection. 

The subject index will list 
collections. 

A repository index will 
give the collection under the 
name of the repository and its 
location. 

Some large libraries and 
university libraries, especially, 

’ put out information on some of 
there collections. 

One thing to remember 1s 
that the NUCMC does not list 
collections containing less 
than fifty items. It will tell you 
the collection title, physical 
description, location, scope, 
content, and restrictions on its 
availability. Family and 
personal records, and much

genealogy can be found in 
these collections. 

' Therefore, in the NUCMC 
the indexes are searched for 
surnames, also look under the 
places where the family lived, 
for example, Colquitt County, 


' Georgia, or Moultrie, Georgia, 


would need to be searched for 
a person from this area. a 
Alawyer’s papers fromthis 
area may give tremendous ~ 
amounts of information about ‘ 
different individuals. a 
All kinds of materials are 


a possibility when you go oa 
_ searching. Often you will find 


various company information. 

The holdings of manuscript _ 
collections are very extensive. _ 
There are no limitations on 
what you may find. They lie — 
hidden somewhere waiting for 
you to uncover. They are also 
waiting for you to add to the’ 
collection, or make known | 
where there are uncovered 
gems of information.

The Clans Hay and Keith 
both have falcons and falconry 
as part of the clan histories.

The practice of field sports — 


has come under attack as of 
late. A huge gathering of field 
sport supporters, influential 
speakers and practitioners 
gathered in July of 1997 in 
Hyde Park near Buckingham 
Palace.

Artifact found on Hatteras 
‘suggests suspected Melungeon 


Roanoke connection @ @ e 


Lending some credence to 
the Melungeon claim of 
descent from the colonists of 
Roanoke Island, an AP news 
story about a new 
archaeological find on 
Hatteras Island seems to 
indicate a connection between 
Sir Walter Raleigh’s lost 
colony and the Croatan Indian 
tribe. : 

A 16" century gold signet 
ring recently unearthed is a 
new clue in the 400-year-old 
mystery of Roanoke Island 
settlements, according to 
David Phelps, head of the East 
Carolina University Coastal 
Archaeology Office. “This is 
the first direct tie-in we’d had 
with the Roanoke colonies,” 





Phelps said. 

The ring, bearing a 
depiction of a lion, was 
recently sifted from sand taken 
four feet from the surface in an 
archaeological excavation pit 
on Hatteras Island. The signet 
ring, normally used by 
dignitaries to sign and seal 
documents, may have 
belonged to an official of the 
lost colony. Sir Walter 
Raleigh’s settlements of 1585 
and 1587 were located about 
45 miles north on Roanoke 
Island. 

Settlers under . the 
leadership of John White 
mysteriously disappeared after 
he left them to get more 
supplies from England.

In 1453, the new Lord 
Mayor, Sir John Norman had 
a special barge built to carry 
him to Westminster Hali where 
his statutory declaration was 
made. By the mid 19" century, 
the Thames had become so 
dirty and overcrowded that the 
procession was held for the last 
time in 1856.

entrees of buffalo tongue, 
buffalo and venison steaks, 
bear meat, roast beaver tails 
and other succulent wild life 
delicacies. 

It was strongly 
recommended by the maitre de 
that as the inductee it would be 
appropriate I have one of the 
wild life entrees. Well, I settled 
for slices of buffalo tongue and 
beaver tail with a main course 
of venison steak. 

We all decided to pass up 
the offered dessert of mashed 
moist moose nose flambé. ' 

After a delightful dinner, 
the maitre de approached the 


table carrying a beautifuls 


hooded fringed and heavily 
beaded buckskin jacket which 
was a little more than three- 
quarters in length. 

The inductee was required 
to wear this garment during the 
ceremony. 

Another waiter brought an 
ancient Indian calumet peace 
pipe decorated with some 
scraggly eagle feathers and old 
beadwork with the top of the 
faded red calumet stone bowl 
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heavily blackened with years 
of usage. 

With considerable flourish 
several pinches of tobacco 


were withdrawn from an 


Indian tobacco pouch and 
placed in the bowl of the pipe 
which was lit by the maitre de, 
tamped and lit again until a 
steady plume of smoke curled 
up from the bowl. 

- It was then passed to me 
with instructions to follow the 
ancient tradition of taking only 
three deep puffs and passing 
the pipe on with the stem being 
brought all the way around in 
front of me and then presented 
to the individual on my right. 
Ethel was on my right and she 
was really struggling with 
whether or not she could put 
that dark chewed up, glistening 
pipe stem in her mouth which 
had just passed the lips of two 
strangers, one of whom had a 
drooping mustache; and then 
take three puffs of a 
smoldering unknown strangely 
smelling substance. 

Well, she accepted the pipe 
as if she did this every day and

The maitre d’ then poured 
wine from an elaborate glass 
decanter kept for this occasion 
into our wine glasses and 
instructed us in the presenting 
of a series of toasts that was 
always done at the original 
Scots dinners and at all 
investiture ceremonies. 

’ These five toasts were to 
the Mother of all Saints, to the 
Queen and to the fur trade and 
all it’s branches; to the women 
and children of the voyagers 
and to absent members.

Pied du qrue.... 


Lynn James, 553 Piney Island Drive, Fernandina Beach, Florida 
32034-6363, sent along his article regarding “pied du grue” that 
we now know in genealogy as our “pedigree” chart! 

It seems that “pied du grue”, from the French, has gone through 
several forms since its introduction into the language of the early 
fifteenth century. “Pee de grew, petiegrew, pytagru, peti de- 
gree, pedicru” are just a few. The original French phrase means 
“foot of the crane” and the reason for giving this name to the 
genealogical table that shows one’s line of descent is explained 
if you will look at your pedigree chart and see how the lines that 
connect the generations do resemble a crane’s footprint. 

Genealogy has been around as long as there have been people. 
Back in the Middle Ages, families were as proud of their ances- 
try as families are proud of their ancestry today. In England, the 
study of genealogy began to assume undue importance in the 
fourteenth century when, after the Norman Conquest, matters 
of inherited rights came into question. 

Scholars - at that time they were usually monks - were hired to 
trace back the lines of descent claimed by noblemen - or to prove 
that some remote relative was the legitimate heir to an estate or 
title after all the direct descendants had died or had been killed. 

Just as among scholars of our day, certain signs or symbols 
have acquired particular significance --so did the genealogists 
of the Middle Ages also employ certain conventional signifi- 
cant symbols. It appears that the line of descent that one was 
engaged in tracing was marked by a symbol that was easy to 
make - a caret - or inverted “V” having a straight line extending 
from slightly above the apex down through it to the base. 

Some monk, knowing the tracks birds make in mud or snow, 
must have noticed the resemblance between this symbol and 
the track made by a crane and, French being the court language, 
called it “pied de grue.” The name of the mark was retained 
and, marking the lines of descent, the line itself came to be called 


pied de grue - which, over the centuries, corrupted into the En- 


glish spelling, pedigree.

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Another source of death 
records in Scotland 
Have you ever heard of 

mortcloths and mortcloth 
dues? A mortcloth was a large, 
black velvet cloth usually 
ornamented with white. Its 
purpose was to cover the coffin 
from the time the body was 
placed inside until the 
interment. This custom dates 
mainly from the 17" and 18% 
centuries. 

In some Scottish parishes a 
small mortcloth was available 
for children. 

The dues were the hire 
charges which supplemented 
the kirk session funds; e.g. 
12d for an adult cloth and 5d 
for a child’s mortcloth.

Pilgrimage was 
encouraged by the Cluniacs 
and the monks of Paisley built 
a daughter monastery at 
Crossraguel, later also raised to 
abbatial status, which stood 
exactly half way, as the crow 
flies, between Paisley and the 
next major centre of 
pilgrimage at Whithom. By 
the reformation in 1560, 
Paisley was the fourth 
wealthiest monastery in 
Scotland. The lands were 
transferred to the Hamilton 
family who subsequently 
became Dukes of Abercorn. 
The site has been demolished 
and built over on two 
occasions, with the building of 
the New Town of Paisley in the 
18" century and the modern 
municipal buildings in the 20*.

HOPI: LAND AND LIFE

Albert Yava, a 
Tewa-Hopi from the village of 
Tewa on First Mesa said, OIf 
you don. t have a comprehen- 
sion of the clans and their 
claims on the community you 
will have a hard time under- 
standing what is going on 
around you. This applies to 
Hopis as well as to outsiders. 
Before I was initiated into the 
One Horn Society I didn’ t 
have a very good picture of 
how the Hopi Village func- 
tioned. Afterwards-I began to 
understand who was who in 
the clans and the villages, and 
what the main forces of village 
life were. (Yava, Albert, Big 
Falling Snow, Albuquerque: 
University of New Mexico 
Press, 1978, p. 49.) 

Some of the clan names he 
identified were Antelope, Bad- 
ger, Bear, Bluebird, Blue Horn, 
Bow, Corn, Cottonwood, Coy- 
ote, Deer, Divided Spring, 
Eagle, Fire (Firewood/ 
Masauwu), Flute, Forehead 
(Sun Glow), Gopher, Grass, 
Grease Cavity, Green Corn 
(Young Corn), Hawk,. Horn, 


Kachina, Lizard, Masauwu, 
Mist, Mustard, Parrot, Rabbit 
(Rabbit Brush), Reed, Sand, 
Shell, Side Corn, Snake, Spi- 
der, Spruce (Stick/Wood), 
Strap, Sun, Tobacco, Water, 
Water (Cloud/Mist/Rain), 
Coyote, Water Coyote, Wind, 
Wood. But it is more compli- 
cated than that. Mischa Titiev 
writing in 1934 of the Third 
Mesa clans of the village of 
Oraibi listed Rabbit, Katcina, 
Parrot, Bear, Spider, Sand, 
Snake, Lizard, Sun, Eagle, 
Greasewood, Bow, Reed, 
Masau_u, Real Coyote, Water 
Coyote, Kokop, Le, Cedar, 


Real Badger, Gray Badger, 
Navajo Badger, Butterfly, 
Pikyas, Patki, SivaOap, 
Chicken Hawk, Crane, 
Squash. (Titiev, Mischa, Old 
Oraibi: A Study of the Hopi 
Indians of Third Mesa, Albu- 
querque: University of New 
Mexico Press, 1992) 

Some of these clan names 
may be wrong. The written 
sources show great disagree- 
ment.

corrupted by European influ- - 


ences, the Hopis are the most 
written about of all the Indian 
tribes. Anthropologists, 
preachers, photographers, and 
tourists flocked to the mesas 
from the 1800' s on jamming 
the villages during ceremonies, 
forcing their way into private 


kiva rituals, stealing and sell- . 


ing off artifacts, stealing im- 
ages, and trying to record the 
culture. Many writers relied on 
Hopi informants, who often 
purposefully mislead them. So 
people today must be warned 
not to rely too heavily on any 
one writer’ s account. Even 
the Hopi disagree on clans and. 
clan names. A funny joke I 
heard once.was if you ever find 
two Hopis who agree on any- 
thing, one of them is lying. 

Many of the ancient clans 
exist today, and in order to 
trace Hopi lineage you must 
take into account the clans. 
Hopi culture is matrilineal, 
meaning descendancy is traced 
primarily through the 
mother's clan. Women hold 
title to all the clan’ s village 
houses and their crop fields. 
When a couple marry, tradi- 
tionally the husband goes to 
live at the house of the wife, 
and all children become mem- 
bers of the mother 's clan. The 
men'work in the clanOs fields, 
but the crop when harvested 
belong to the women. Ifa Hopi 
man were to marry anon-Hopi 
woman, all their children 
would have no clan. The 
husband's clan does have 
functions, such as the names 
given a child and the societies 
into which the children get ini- 
tiated. A child raised tradition- 
ally may have several different 
names during childhood, such 
as a name following birth, a 
different name at initiation, a 
patrilineal surname for govern- 
ment records, and a nickname. 

We will cut this history short 
by saying that the Hopis have 
endured two major invasions 
by European cultures and nu- 
merous invasions by other 
tribes who arrived later, most 
notably the Dine’ (Navajo) 
and Utes.
